Cabinet Change*.Exit Willi* *»., BlU

Dclnuo.

Attorney General Williams fcavo in Ms
resignation yestciday, to take eflect May lo.
There is no reason known to the public way
lie should resign now which would not h we
been equally a reason for resigning at any
time withiu the last thirty months ; but there
are reasons of great force why he should bo
dismissed. Ho was never fit for the place he
holds and dishonors; but Proi iiBnt Gi ant can¬

not afford to dismiss and disgrace him. If
the President should publicly lorco Williams
out of the Cabinet some very awkward ques¬
tions would be asked. It is only sixteen
months ago that the President sent the nama
of Mr. Williams to the Senate, and asked that

body to confirm him lor the great station ot

Chief Justice of thg Supreme Court as the suc¬

cessor to Salmon P. Chase. Alter so aston¬

ishing an indorsement the President would
stulti y himself if he openly dismissed Mr.
Williams from the Cabinet. How could Gen¬
eral Grant ever afterward hold up bis head aud
justify himself for nominating tor the Chiet
Justiceship a man whom he so soon

discovered to be unfit for tho inlerior office of

Attorney General ? We suppose that nobody
is quite so verdant as to imagine that tho
resignation of Attorney General Williams is

in any true sense voluntary. There can be
no doubt that he has received courteous but

unambiguous hints from the President that

his room in the Cabinet is preferable to Ins

companv. What provision the Presid' nt is to

make for him is as yet unknown; but he wnl

probably exchange the Attorney Gentralsuip
for some other office. The Russian mission

might have suited him very well when it fell
vacant by the appointment of Mr. Jewell as

Postmaster General; but the active part Mr.
Williams took in the Catacazv controversy,
which caused wo unpleasant a stir in V»a-h-,
inzton socicty, would have made that, posi¬
tion very awkward. A statement telegraphed
yesterdr.v from Washington, that Mr. Wil¬
liams resigns in order to return to Oregon
and enter into the contest for the I uited
States Senatorship, is ridiculous. The first

vacancy occurs in March, lt>77, by the ex¬

piration of the term of Mr. James
K. Kelly, the democratic Senator,
and a resignation fifteen' months lien/e
¦would do as well as a resignation now. if that
were the object Besides, Oregon has become
a decidedly democratic State, and, on the
maxim that a bird in the hand is worth two

in the bush, Mr. Williams would do better to

hold on to the oflicc ho has rather than look
to the improbable chances of a republican
Legislature in Oregon next year. No matter

how cleverly it may bo smoothed over, Mr-
Williams' resignation has been extorted iroxn

him by political necessities. Had tue Con¬

necticut election been a victory instead of h

defeat this partial break-up of tho Grant
Cabinet would not havo taken place. It re¬

sults from an imperative necessity of doing
something to retrieve the sinking fortune, of

the republican party.
The similar resignation of Mr. Columbus

Delano, Secretary of the Interior, which is ex¬

pected within a day or t^o, wiU be voluntary
only in the same deceptive sense. Unfor-

tucately for President Gnnt, his brother,
Orville Grant, has been a recipient of lucra¬
tive favors from the Secretary of the Interior,
a5 well as John Delano, tho Secretary's son.

Delano's claim to be "let down easy"
would seem to be even stronger than
that of Williams. For the President to

turn out an Attorney General whom he had
nominated for Chief Justice would seem less
damaging than to dismiss a Secretary of the
Interior in whose malversation n brother
of the President has been an accomplice. If
President Grant shouid veuture to make
charges gainst Secretary Delano as a ground
ol removal the recoil would be fatal ii it were

fchown that the son of the Secretary shared th .

plunder with the bro'her of the President.
The charges of corruption against that depart¬
ment relate to tho Indian agents, of whom
Orville Grant was one, and the President could
ill afford to convert the Secretary into an

enemy, knowing that ko potent a weapon of
vengeance was in his hand*. These "resig¬
nations" ol Cabinet officer* are made on

irtutiped up pretences to have the credit of the

displaced officers and the President; but they
ar> really removals disguised, because it would
be as damaging to the President as to the dis¬
carded officmls to have them appear in their
true character. Removals would b-» confes¬
sions. A removal of Williams would be a

confession that the President perpetrated
a stupendous blander in nominating hun
for Chief Justice ot the Supreme
Cour. A removal of Secretary Delano would
Ikj a confession by the President that he had
connivcd at corruption, to which his 0*11

brother was a party. Genera! Grant is
constrained to deal gently with tho dis¬
placed members of his Cabiuet, lest they turn
tqion him and rend him. He Is, doubt¬
less. too thankful to get rid of them on any
terms.

But why does he cast them out after keep¬
ing them so long? There are two reasons.
One relat' sto the most important election of
the present year.that in Ohio. Unless the
republicans can recover the State of Oaio this
year they have no shadow of a chance ol 0:1-

j'.ing the Presidential election next year.
This is so obneus and no well understood
that both parties concede it- But the repub¬
lican politicians of Ohio feel that th're is no

possibility of their cair>in^ the State with
Williams and Dtlauo in th< Cabinet. As re¬

gards Delano, who is a eitiz n of that State,
the republican organs do not iUtempt any dis¬
guise. The Cincinnati GnftU, a devoted ad¬
herent of Grant and tho leading administration
paper iii Ohio, 1 avei the President in no doubt
as to the *mtitm-nt of Mr. Delano's own

State. Wlu a the n vs reached it from
Washington that Secretary Delano is to go
out, the Gavitc indicated its approval in a

d uble-l< >:>i I < ulorial, from which w« make

Willitms has been more conspicuous than
Delano aB a C ibinct officer by his connection
with the Louisiana controversy, which has
been bo damaging to the administration. In¬
stead of saving the President from nis stu¬
pendous blunder in the first month of 1873,
as a sound lawyer would have done, he i'oun 1

pretended laws to mitch the President's
known wi-hes, and led his official chief
into one ol the worst blunders of his admin¬
istration. The President condoned that act
of folly by nominating Mr. Williams as Chief
Justice, but the country has not forgiven it
and nerer will. But Williams' removal,
under the color oi a resignation, docs uot
result from his bad advice on the Louisiana
question. It is a cousequence ot his profusa
and corrupt expenditure of money in the
Southern States under a pretence of carrying
out the Enforcement laws. This part of tho
Attorney Genaral's conduct will not bear in¬

vestigation, and tho Pr sident thinks it b tter
to get rid of the officer than to faoo the record.
By putting oat Williams and substituting an

honest, capable mau, he hopes to win the
8?me indulgent judgment which has lollowed
the replacing of Cr swell by Jewell and
Eichardcon by Bristow. It remains to be
seeu whether this game can bo played with
success. Postmaster General Jewell's recent

exposures proved that the President blundered
in retaining Cr swell so Ion ;; and Secretary
Bristol's policy invokes a similar condemna¬
tion of Richardson and BoutwolL Tha Presi¬
dent cannot recover the g o.l opinion of tha
country by making removals which are a con¬

ies-on of his past blindness and nc^leot of
duty.

Louiii»na>
The impeachment of Auditor Clinton was

by so large a vote, and the preparations for
his trial are pressed with so much zeal by
the Louisiana Senate, that there is no reason
for supposing that this is a more party move¬

ment. But it is of little interest outside
the S:ate of Louisiana. The currcnt
statement that the Lower Hou3^ of
the Legislature intend to disregard the
conditions of the compromise Is of more seri-
ous and alarming import. If the substance
ot the compromise, iu the sense in which it was
accepted, should be departed from, such an

act of bad f:iith would inflict great injury not
only on Louisiana, but on the conservative
cause throughout the country. The Southern
conservatives have again and again professed
their full acceptance of tho results of the
civil war as embodied in the three
new amendments. If these are solid
reasons for taking them at their word the old
fraternal leeling botwsen tho North and the
South can easily be restored. But the country
watches with keen interest tor proofs of the
candor and good faith of thd South. If,-
after accepting the Wheeler compromise and
gaining the advantages it brings, the
Louisiana conservatives should pet in dis¬
regard of its spirit, they would fur¬
nish their enemie3 in the North with
a dangerous weapon. If Louisiana forfeits
its pledges, it will be a plausible infer¬
ence that all the Southern conservatives will
act with equal disregard of good faith, and,
from the moment it is believed that Southern
promises and pledges cannot be trusted, the
South will sink to tho condition of a people
who have no sense of honor. If Louisiana,
after accepting the Wheeler compromise, vio-
la*es its understood conditions, there will bo
no lurther trust in the South, and the last
condition ol that afflicted and oppressed sec¬

tion of the country will bo worse than the
first. Tue conservatives o Louisiana
thonld scorn, as a stain upon their
honor, any attempt to turn tho compro¬
mise to uses not contemplated by the other
side at the time 01 its adoption; lor, if the
Northern people should l>e convinced that the
South cannot be trusted, and that it docs not
consider iUelf bound by bargains and pledges
in the sense in which they were understood
at the time they were made, we do not see

how the sectional controversies can over

adjusted. Unions men stand by their
engagements there is no possibility of Confi-
deuca. We sincerely trust that tho Louisiana
conservatives will carry out tho compromise
in good faith in thu sense iu which they knew
it was understood at the time by their oppo¬
nents. There is nothing which conld so

fatally damage them as suspicious ot bad
faith.

The l«t of May will bo moving day lor
some of the Lends of city departments, and
the moDth will bring forth new flowers in the
municipal parterre. The politicians are much
interested to know of what description the
latter v. .11 b ¦.whether they will be delicate
exotica watered by Apollo or hardy plants of
strong democratic growth. We are to have a

new 1 ire Commissioner, a new Park Commis¬
sioner, a new Dock Commissioner and a new

Police Commissioner. Arc these important
positions to tall to the sbaro of the darlings of
the Manhattan or the pets of the Wigwam ?
Are the patent leathers or the brogans to
march to the front in this first important dis¬
tribution of patronage? Is broadcloth or

corduroy to sit in the seats of office? Those
are the questions that now agitate the politi¬
cal mind; that keep up a constant clatter
over bottles of Chateau Lafitte in Fifth ave¬

nue, exci'e noisy discussion;! over barroom
whiskey, fill the p.yor's chamber with nicely
perfumed visitors and crowd the City Hall
Turk with cracked boots.
The Police Commissionership is regarded as

the most important position to fall vacant by
expiration of a term of office next month, and
hencc the probable successor of the fussy non¬

entity, U.neral Duryea, who dies out in a few
days. Alter a term of office as useless t« him-
b If a* to everybody else ha occupies the pnn-
cipai share of the public attention. The "boys"
do not like the air of mystery and secrecy
that hangs about the leaders, and they fear
tbnf some name hitherto unknown in active
democratic life may bo sprung upon them
from the Executive chamber. They want one

of their own school appointed: some demo¬
crat known by his works, and approachable
by democrats even if their brogans are heavy
and their hands ungloved. The Park Com-
mi uon and the Dock Commission are also

regarded with interest, although not in au

equal degree with the Police Commission.
Thc-.^e departments employ many laborers;
hence tho "hard-fisted democracy," as it is
called, desires to see men in active sympathy
with them in both boards, if Sir. Thomas E.
Stewart should bo superseded. When it is
remembered that four months have drifted
away without any change in the personnel of
May<fr Haverneyer's administration it is not
to be wondered at that the democracy are ex¬

cite 1 over these May appointments or that the
friends of the aspirants for the positions
should manilest intense feeling over the con¬

test. A marked feature of the preliminary
manceunes is the effort made by tho different
interests to enlist tho sympathies of tho Alder¬
men in their favor. As the appointments
made by the Mayor, being for full terms, will
have to stand the ordeal of confirmation by
the JBoar.l of Aldermen, it will readily be un¬

derstood why the importance of a city lather
has increased so materially within tho past
W66k«

It is to bo hoped that amid all these rival¬
ries, struggles and intrigues Mayor Wickhaaa
will remain true to his early pledge to be "110
man'3 man." but to make his selection of
public officers in the interest of tho people
and of the city rather than in the interests of
individuals. Tims far his appointments have
been of a character to meet general approval.
That they have been too lew to accomplish a

general rclorm in the city government is not his
fault, but the iault ot Governor Tilden.
May. r Wickham has proved that he would
give New York an efficient, capable, high-
torn i and harmonious govtrnmeut if the
t ingularly narrow or inexcusably dilatory
p <licy ot the Governor of the State did not
obstruct and defeat bis efforts iu this direc.

We think we shall never find reason to re¬

linquish the opinion wo bave long held.that
the editor of a journal who casta unfounded
aspersions on public officers or private citi¬
zens is justly amenable to tha law of libel.
If there r.re not penalties for causelc >s attacks
on character there ought to be. We bciieve
the editor of the St:n is of tbe samo opinion,
1or ha maintained it with great force of argu¬
ment against a rity contemporary two years
ago. If he has slandered Boss Shepherd or

Boss Grant or Boss Auybody wo should be
willing to sea hira surrendered, though a

member of our own profession, to condign
punishment. The tremendous power of tbe
press to destroy reputations and torture pri¬
vate feeling ought to be under strong legal as

well as stroug moral restraint Every right
thinking man regards honor as infinitely
more precious than life, and an assassin
of character deserves the severest pen¬
alties which ihe law can iufl:cL If
the Sun has been guilty of wanton libels on

innocent men wo should rejoice in the inter¬
est of sound morals and honorable journalism
to have it taught a lesson which would impress
journalists with a just sense of responsibility.
There are few crimes of deeper turpitude than
the wanton destruction of character by the
editors of public journals.
But editor', }ike other accused persons,

are entitled to the protection of the law. It
is one of their duties to expose public corrup¬
tion; and when, in the discharge of this duty,
they incur the hostility of powerful men,
tho law should protect them so long as they
act from honorable motives. Mr. Dana's
scathing exposures of the Washington Ring
has raised up ho3ts of enemies who scruple at
no expedient to bring him within the clutches
of the law. In a recent case before a Wash¬
ington court he was fraudulently subpoenaed
as a witness, in the hope that his attend¬
ance would bring him within the Dis¬
trict. This device for entrapping a
New York editor was so palpable
and so barefaced a trick that Mr. Dana was

justified in refusing to obey a subpeena issued
on a fulse pretence, whose real aim was not to
secure his attendance as a witness, but to
bring him within the jurisdiction of a Wash¬
ington court for purposes quite foreign to the
case in which he was summoned. When Mr.
Daua refused to obey the subpoena on attach¬
ment was issued against him for contempt of
court, and he very properly resorted to a

judicial tribunal for a decision as to his duty.
Judge Blatchford has decided that the court
of the District of Columbia had no legal au¬

thority to bring Mr. Dana before it. He
makes this so clear by an able and lucid re¬

view of statutes and judicial decisions that no

intelligent man can doubt it. We approve of
tho public spirit of Mr. Dana in getting
an authoritative exposition of the law
on this important subject. The conductors
of public journals will have a clear perception
of their liabilities sine a Judge Blatchford's
decision; and although we have no wish that
newspapers shou'd be exempt from responsi¬
bility for what they publish we are already of
the opinion that their responsibility should be
defined by Law and not be subject to the
caprice of tricksters, who are willing to pros-
tituto the law to private vengeance. If Mr.
Dana has libelled anybody let him suffer; but
every good citizen must abominate the
attempted tricks to bring him to Washington
on a false pretence as a witness for the real
purpose ot arresting him as a criminal. We
quite agree with the Sun that Judge Blatch¬
ford has discharged his duty with a manly
sense of judicial independence.
Mexico..The synopsis of the speech made

by President Lerdo at the opening of the
Mexican Congr ;ss, which we publish in our

telegraphic despatches, will be read with satis¬
faction in this country. It ii consoling to
learn that the >ister Republic is comparatively
peaceful and that measures of wise reform are

being pushed rapidly forward. In order to
l:eep pice with tho times education is to be'
made compulsory and normal col leges are to lie
established for the higher education of women.
It is evident that Mexico has entered upon a

new road, in which we wish her success. The
people have certainly shown themselves pos-
Hecsed of many virtues, and it may bo that a

bright future still lies before the sister Re¬
public.
Mn. Pbiiici!, of the Assembly, is making

commendable efforts to force action on the
rapid transit question. The general bill to
authorize rapid transit roads in cities came
op yesterday, and a Mr. Kcnnaday won the
unenviable notoriety of moving tq rsport
program. The t)bject of the motion was to
delay and defeit the bill. It was, of coarse,
in (he interests of the horse car lines and
other opponents of rapid transit lint Mr.

The policeman's club Las again been

brought into notice by the cowardly and un¬

provoked murder of a man named Campbell.
This unfortunate, attacked in the first in¬
stance by some infuriate ruffian, is slain by a

blow, a who'ly unnecessary and unwarranted
blow, given by a mau who, by a strange mis¬
nomer, is callcd a guardian of the peace.
There must be something very lax in the man*

ner of training our police force when a mem.
bcr of that body believes it to be his duty to
strike any man who may become involved in a

scuffle on the head with his club, without wait*
ing to inquire into the merits of the quarrel.
In tbis way a respectable man, attacked by a

highwayman, is in as much danger from the
stuff of the officcr of the law as from the
unlicensed ruffianism of the thief. Camp,
bell'b case is an illustration of this danger.
In endeavoring to preserve the peace he
offended some drunken ruffian and was acta,

ally protecting himself from the violent attack
of a rowdy when he was slain by a blow from
a policcmau's club. There must certainly be
a limit to the privileges of policemen, anil we

think thoy ought to stop on this side of mur¬
der. If the regulations of the f'orco leave this
point in doubt we hope they will be corrected,
so that the ordinary policeman will under¬
stand that he must not kill unless at the risk
of being banged. We believe the man who
killed Campbell did go in the conscientious
discharge of what he considered his duty. It
is to be hoped the jury tbat tries him will
have at least as much regard for their duty
and send this model guardian of the law into
seclusion for the term of his natural life.

Parliament and the Press..Mr. Sullivan,
one of the prominent home rule member^
gave notico in the House of Commons las
night that he would nightly call attentioi
to the presence of strangers in the gallery.
As no one has a right to be in the House of
Commons except the members the press r»

porters will ba obliged to withdraw, us, ac¬

cording to the etiquette of Parliament, to
notice the presence of strangers is equivalent
to demanding their expulsion. Mr. Sullivan'i
object is to compel Parliament to fix the statui
of the press, so that the reporters may not be
subject to the caprices of the House. Mr.
Sullivan is himself a journalist and the pro¬
prietor of two of the most powerful papers in
Ireland.
A Comanche Surrender..Wild Horse, the
